The front I8 oruamented by deessings of
marble over toojdoors and windo ws, skaple but
very tasteinl in design, These continne to the
very too of the building, and have a very piva
sant effect in breaking the mopotony ol the
whole, The doors and wipdows are ol solld
olled walnut—massivo and elaborate. The butld-
ing 5 finmhied with an ornamental cornice of ex-
treme beauly, and the archied doorwiy ts an ar-
ustic gem,

The mside gives one o feeling of cosineds and
comiort, The antranes is mto an smple hall,
magnificentls Heied up, The walls are ning with
paper of poarl color, broken by borders ol blue
velvet, Upon the latta door opous into a sp-
cloue parior, which 0Olis up our ldes ol pariecy
neatness, 1t is thirty (eet long by foarteen in
breadth. The mantelpiece is of pure woite Ver.
mout marble, exquisitely earved, the ariist
belng Mr. Vanderbilt, of this ity. This s, par-
haps, the most eluborate purlor ornament in the
oily, Tae wall paper is of pear! snd gold,

The cornice is of heavy moulding, supporie |
by u rich gold band., Immedistely in the rear
of the purlot w the privite oilice o1 Mr, Evans, a
s#mall, though very nest ppurtiaens, with a door
opening into the grounds, The dinlug room 18
finlahed tn onk, with solid oak furniture, and a
mantelpiece o less ornate Sescription than toat
w the purlor. The two kitchens, one for sam-
mer use, e [ully equipped with Chelson's ranges,
einks, cupbonrds, elosets, and dumb walters, no
expense having been spared to make the bulld-
iu|f atwolutely prricet. .

‘he Iront ol tho second story conlains two
gpuoious chumbers, & store roowm, and a sitting-
room, 33 by 17 teet, the fluest aparument in the
bouse. The popering is n delicate boll, with
pitlars of gredn velvet, and the ceilling 2 en
riched with o magnldcent centre piece, The
third and fourth storles are arranged similarly
to the second, and Haished in the same style,
The third story contuins the bath-roomn, and
closcts {or storage. The whole buitding is heated
by one of Gold’s putent aproved steam water
heating apparatus, located in the basement.

The edifice has been bullt by Mr., Evans us his
own private residence, and cost in the naighlor-
